THE EFFORTS TO GET TOGETHER 


Pro\e Futile -City and President 


Tighe Hate a Lengthy Con­ 


flab on Question 


T h ere 
was a m eeting last night 
of th e citizen's com m ittee appointed 
some tim e ago to take u p the water 
works question, and it was important in 
view of the fact th a t it was the Hrst 
tim e in years when a representative 
body of men from the city and Presi­ 
d en t Ambrose Tighe, of the Minnesota 
w ater works company, have met to dis 
cuss th e impending question of the fu 
t u re control and governm ent of the 
plant in this city, but th e ultimate re­ 
su lt of the meeting proved of very little 
value in solving the problem which at 
present is occupying th e attention of 
the entire city: in fact it was nothing 
more than a sort of an open arena 
w here opinions were interchanged by 
those interested, th e proceedings tieing 
som ew hat fertilised by a rather pro­ 
found report by the legal committee, of 
which Attorney A. D. Polk was chair 
man, and some very interesting data re 
lative to the m atter was b ro u g h t out. 
It seems that the two forces, the 
city on the one hand and the water 
works company on the other, were there 
sparrin g for an opening, so to speak, anti 
from the sentim ents expressed, the one 
expected the other to take the initia 
ti ve. 
T h e representatives of the city, real 
izing the very inadequate service in the 
past, and the wholly futile attem pt to 
b e tte r it on the part of the company, 
seem ed to move with slow and easy 
tread , and it was bro u g h t out th a t 
it did not make so m uch difference by 
w hat company, corporation or individ­ 
ual the water works plant in the city is 
controlled, but the city will demand a 
b e tte r service, and especially better tire 
protection at a reasonable rate. 
It de 
veloped that there is not a strong ob 
jection to the M innesota W ater W orks 
com pany, if only it will, or can be math*, 
to comply with the dem ands referred 
to. 
On the other hand President Tighe 
was equally as careful not to say any­ 
th in g th a t will in the fu tu re bind his 
com pany to anything th a t will in any 
way increase the b u rd en th a t it carries 
or th a t will lessen the income from the 
operation of the system in this city. 
He spoke to the gefftleraen present in 
his usual candid m anner. 
He virtually 
told the gentlemen th a t he was not in 
th e water w orks business for his health, 
and if they tho ugh t so they had better 
rid themselves of the notion at once.

H e seemed to be on th e defensive all 
th e way through and th e issue had to 
be forced by the city and not the wa tx 
works company. 
He would not count 
himself on

one proposition, but 
evaded the legal and technical {Joints 
b ro u g h t up and stated that he was 
simply here to find o u t the wishes of 
the city, and if possible arrive at some 
practical solution, the details to Is 
worked out later. 
H e laid considerable 
stress on working ou t the details later 
an d would not com m it himself on any 
th in g except th a t of a general propose 
tion to extend hi- contract. 
President Tighe was positive in his 
assertions and gave th e gentlemen to 
understand that if they dealt with him 
th a t they would h a v e to meet him half 
w ay, and it seemed a- though he wanted 
th e city to come th a t half distance first. 
T here was no report from the com 
m itten on municipal ow nership and this 
pha-e of the question did not, therefore, 
receive consideration.
